Viceroy, with his Garrifon confifting of 609 
found thémfelves oblig’d to yield themfelves Pri- 
foners of Wai: Which done, King Charles was pro- 
clainrd King of Sardinia, and the Count de Cifu- 
enter acknawledg’d for. his Viceroy: That the States 
of the'Ifend had promis’d to furnifh 30000 Sacks of 
Cer, to be tranfporred, with the Marquis de Ja- 
mica the Jete Viceroy, to Barcelona: And that 
there were alfo found 2000 Horfes intended for the 
Service of the Duke of Anjou, which were fiez'd 
for the Uie of King Charles. This Courier bas
